Roads Say They’re in Good 
Shape to Withstand Strike. 
Union Men Say Roads Are 
Not in Condition for Trouble. 
Fight Promises to Be Long 
Drawn Out. 


Chicago, September 29.—-The long- 
threatened strike of shopmen on the 
Harriman lines, including the Illinois 
Central, will become a reality at 10 
o’clock tomorrow morning, unless the 
men, who have twics voted t@ strike, 
refuse to obey the order sent out to- 
day by the presidents of the five unions 
directly involved. 

The union presidents say the men 
have not weakened in their desire to 
force the railroads to recognize their 
newly established federation by means 
of a strike, and that more than 90 per 
cent of the men will quit work. The 
fight, they say, is likely to prove 
long-drawn-out, 

The roads, on the other hand, say the 
workers do not want to strike; thaf 
they have been forced into their posi- 
tion by the union leaders, and that a 
great majority will refuse to leave 
their work as ordered. 

Reads Prepared for Walk-Oat,. 

The railroads are in good shape to 
stand a strike, according to loca) offi- 
clals. A retrenchment order recently 
issued reduced the number of em- 
ployees nearly 25 per cent, and there 
is sufficient number of idle men 
to permit the roads to keep their shops 
running even if all the men go out, 
they say. 

This was denied today by President 
- Kline, of the blacKsmiths, who said the 
“when the railroads are counting’ on to 
fill the places of the strikers are union 
men recently laid of, and would refuse 
~ work during a strike. 

The strike order came after tele- 
phone consultations between Presi- 
dents Kline, of the. blacksmiths, here; 
Ryan, of the carmen, and Franklin, of 
the bollermakers, at Kansas City, and 
O'Connell, of the machinists, at Daven- 
port. President O'Sullivan, of the 
sheet metal workers, who already had 
agreed to the time, left today for 
Pittsburg, from where he will conduct 
the fight. 

As scon as the day and hour had 
been decided upon, the following mes- 
sage was sent to the officers of all the 
local unions affected: 

The Strike Order. 

“All efforts have failed. Mr. Krutt- 
schnitt refuses. All crafts strike Sat- 
urday, September 380, at 10 a. m. Letter 
of instructions follows. Let every man 
do his duty.”

The Italians promptly attack- 
ed the flotilla, and two Turkish 
ships were badly damaged by 
shells. They have gone ashore in 
the gulf of Arta.

Ottumwa, Iowa, September 29.—Pres- 
ident Taft ended his two-days’ tour 
| of lowa’here tonight as he had begun 

it—with a speech on the tariff. To an 
audience which filleq a large tent and 


‘gave him the closest attention he has 


hed the president, in a conversational 
tone and in an informal manner, stat- 
| ed anew the position he had taken with 
‘reference to the tariff bills he vetoed. 
‘Mr. Taft made no bid for applause; no 
, attempt at oratory. He took the audi- 
ence into his confidence and stated his 


case with scarcely a pause. 


one. It cheered the president when he 

begun and again when he finished. 

There was occasional applause in be- 

tween, the most spontaneous and pro- 

longed when Mr. Taft Exclaimed: 
Taft No Free Trader. 

“IT am no free trader; I am a protec- 
tionist, pledged to the policy of a pro- 
tective tariff basea on the difference 
in the cost of production in this coun- 
vtry and the cost of production abroad.’ 

The president was again ‘applauded 
when he declared he would recommend 
reductions in the woolen and cotton 
schedules just as soon as the tariff 
board reported on those schedules in 
December. He denounced the present 
wool schedule as indefensibly high, but 
said the woolen bill which he vetwed 
was drawn without regard to the ef- 
fect it would have on the industry in 
this country; was drawn. without ade- 
quate information, and was largely 
the work of a single senator. Mr. Taft 
said he felt the country could well af- 
ford to wait two or three months lon- 
ger and get a bili based on scientific 
data and complete information. 

Farmers’ Free LAst. 

The farmers’ free list bill, Mr, Taft 
said, was intended as a compensation 
to the farmer for whatever damage he 
might suffer from Canadian reciproc- 
ity. He asserted that reciprocity 
would not have hurt the farmer, any- 
way, but its defeat in Canada wiped 
out the last reason for so slipshod a 
measure, 

Mr. Taft denounced the cotton bill, 
which included revisions of thé steel 
and chemical schedules, as a “pece of 
hodge-podge” that no one ever intdéhd- 
ed should become a law. cai 

The detailed explanations’ given of 
the various bills were listened to with 
the greatest apparent interest. The 
president apologized several times for 
the dryness of his discussion, but he 
held his audience to the very end. 

Taft Explains Tour. 

The tariff talk was prefaced by a 
little explanation of the trip he is now 
taking. Mr.®Taft said he did not be- 
lieve a president of the United States 
had a right to make partisan speeches 
Or to attack anyone. He deolared he 
was taking advantage of an opportu- 
nity to get in touch with the people, 
to explain in person some of the acts 
of his administration, to render an a¢- 
count of his stewardship. 

“I want you to judge me by: what 
I have done,” he concluded, “to take 
into consideration the circumstances 
that surrounded me, and the repsonsi- 
bilities that rested upon me, and to 
act as you deem best. I am content 
to abide by your decision.” 

Taft at Des Moines. 

Mr. Taft -began the day at Des 
Moines, where he spent the forenoon 
and made an address upon peace and 
the pending arbitration treaties. Sen- 
ator Cummins, a leading figure, was on 
the reception committee at Des Moines, 
and made his only appearance with 
the president there. Mr. Cummins in- 
timated, ‘in a talk with the prestdent, 
that with certain modifications he was 
inclined to favor the peace treaties. Mr. 
Taft said he woud readily agree to 
any changes in the treaties which 
would not mar their effectiveness or 
question the good faith of this coun- 
try in desiring peace with the world. 

On the way to Ottumwa the presi- 
dent spoke at several small places. He 
left here tonight for Sedalia, Mo., to 
speak at the state fair there tomorrow.

Rights of beorgia Power Com. 
pany Now Being Investigated, 


Power Company Asserts Its 
Right to Land at Tallulah 
Falls in Hearing Before Gov- 
ernor Smith and Attorney 


General Felder. 


Following a lengthy hearing in ‘the 
governor's office yesterday Governor 
Smith and Attorney General Felder 
are now investigating the legal right 
of the Georgia Power Company to 
land which it claims at Tallulah Falls 
and which the company intends to use 
in the development of the water power 
at that point. 


The question of the company's right 
to the land was raised by the Tallulah 
Falls Conservation Association, which 
is seeking to protect the scenery of 
the falls from the destruction which 
is said to threaten it. The association 


Claims that the power company ‘has 
laid claim to a strip of lang which 
is still owned by the state and asks 
that the governor have a survey made 
to establish this claim. 

Cempany Claims Land. 

The power company contends that a| 
survey is useless, because the records 
show its ownership to the center of 
the river and-establishes its claim to 
the disputed land. 

The question involved is whether or 
not the law fixes the boundary, as the 
company contends it does, and when 
the governor and the attorney -general 
determine this point they will know 
whether or not to proceed against the 
company. 

Among those appearing in behalf of 
the association were Colonel T. lL 
Bynum, of Clayton; Mrs. Helen D. 
Longstreet, of Gainesville: Secretary 
Bryan, of the association, and a num- 
ber of others. 

The power company was represented 
by Attorneys Alex King, J. J. Spalding 
and Robert C. Alston. 

Colonel Bynum was the first speaker 
for the association ang made qa strong 
argument showing why the state should 
not only resent acquisition of its prop- 
erty but should take every possible 
step to prevent the devastation of 
Georgia’s most famous “beauty spot.” 

Colonel Bynum denied the company’s 
claim that it is legally entitled to the 
land by the records and declared that 
the original grants of laid made by 
the state did not extend to the river 
but stopped at a bluff several hundred 
yards from it. In support of this state- 
ment he cited surveys of several lots 
in the vicinity which were madé by 
J. M. Cartledge, former county surveyor 
of Rabun county. 

Mrs, Helen D. Longstreet, of Gaines- 
Ville, who has taken an active part in 
the preservation of the falls, spoke for 
® few momertts for the purpose of in- | 
treelucing Major Milton €C. Wilcox, of 
Mount Airy, 

Major Wilcox stated that several 
years ago he helped survey some of 
the land in question and from the sur- 
veys then made he said he felt sure 
that the grant originally made by the 
State did not include the land now 
held by the power company. 

Urges Survey of Land. 

Dr. W. C. Bryan, secretary ofa@he as- 
sociation, made a short speech in be- 
half of the contention of the associa- 
tion and urged that the question of the 
preservation of the falls is of sufficient 
importance to at least have the survey 
made and he urged that the governor 
take this action. 

Alex C. King, representing the power 
company, spoke at considerable length 
in behalf of the company’s right to hold 
the land in question. 

“It has always been considered by 
everybody owning land in this neigh- 
borhood of the disputed point that the 
grant extended to the river,” said Mr. 
King.. “The question had never been 
heard of until recently,” he said. 

“And even if what you conteng is 
true and can be proven, which we 
deny, it could not conserve Tallulah 
Falls for scenic beauty, because all 
the adjacent land necessary to the en- 
joyment of that beauty is confessedly 
the indisputable property of private 


parties. 
“Furthermore,” continued Mr. King,

At Judge Russtll's headquarters 4 
statement was given out yesterday as 
an expression from the judge on the 
interview in The Columbus Ledger in 
which he was quoted as saying he 
would oppose the sale of any but bottle 
beer in packages, not to be drunk on 
the premises. 

\ While the interview is spoken of as 
“alleged,” itis not denied by the judge, 
who asks the votersto believe nothing 
except what they hear him say at first 


hand. ; 

The statement furnished the papers 
by his managers is as follows: 

“With respect toanalleged interview 
being exploited throughout the state in 
whic I am quoted with reference to 
the sale and handling ‘of beer and in- 
toxicants in the state of Georgia, and 
in which I am quoted as expressing 
myself in favor of package houses, etc., 
I will say right now, in the beginning 
of this campaign, that I hope the peo- 
ple of Georgia will not require me or 
expect me to follow up with affirma- 
tions, denials or explanations every 80- 
called ‘interview’ or newspaper article 
coming from sources of various sorts, 
and especially unfriendly sources. I am 
starting within the next day or two to 
make a complete tour of the state. I 
ask the people to come and hear “me, 
and I will discuss with them, face to 
face, and frankly, all the issues of the. 
campaign. I will not dodge any legiti-| 
mate question propounded. ’ 
. “Concerning the matter in the alleged 
interview, heretofore referred to, I will 
say this rmuch once and for all: Today 
there are more open saloons and places 
where strong drink may be secured in 
Georgia than ‘there ever were under 
local option. ‘Blind tigers’ in various 
forms exist in every county of the state, 
‘and in some counties to a shameful 
degree. The question for the people to 
decide is whether they want this con- 
dition of things to continue or whether 
_ they want to exercise the right to say 
in the various counties whether or not 
liquor shoulu besold atall, and if so, 
under what regulations and restric- 
tions. 

“Personally, I do not favor the re- 
turn of the open saloons. If elected 
governgr, I shall recommend to the leg- 
islature that they enact a local option 
law, giving the people in each county 
the right to vote upon the question 
as to whether any kind of liquor should 
be sold in that county, and how. Il 
think this law ought to provide that 
im case the people vote the license for 
the sale of liquor, the license might be 
granted for the sale of beer to be 
drunk on the premises, and the sale of 
whisky and all other intoxicants to be 
sold only in original packages, and 
thmt no one person should hold a 
license to sell both beer and whisky. 
This law should provide for strict reg- 
uations of the sale. 

“If such a law is enacted and the 
people of each county are allowed to 
pass upon it, it can and will be en- 
forced. This will rid the state of the 
shame of having upon its statute books 
a law which encourages hypocrisy and 
lying, and“which is outrageously vio- 
lated from one end of Georgia to the 
o'ther. 

“In conclusion, I say again that I 
want the people to come and hear me 
discuss the issues as I progress 
throughout the state, speaking here 
and there. I shall endeavor ti give the 
widest publicity possible to all of my 
speaking dates.”’

Resigns When Smith Names Own 
Resignation Date, Says Report 


Strong Pressure Has Been 
Brought to Bear Upon Him 
to Resign so as to Devote All 
Time to Campai 
Prevent Interference in Court. 


Tt was currently reported yesterday 
that Judge Richard B. Russell, candi- 
date for gevornor, will resign his place 
on the appellate court bench when Gov- 
ernor Smith definitely announces the 
date on which he will vacate the gov- 
ernor’s office to become United States 


senator. 

It is stated that Judge Russell, yield- 
ing to the insistent requests of his 
friends and supporters, has made up his 


mind to resign. 

However, it is further stated, the judge 
does not wish to resign his office and 
campaign for another office which is 
not yet vacant. 

Wants Office Vacant First. 


Judge Russell takes the position, it is 
understood; that he should not be ex- 
pected to resign from the judgeship until 
the office of governor, for which he is 
campaigning, becomes vacant, 

The judge understands, of course, as 
does everyone else, that there will be a 
vacancy, that Governor Smith will re- 
sign some time within the next few 
weeks, but the legal mind of the judge 
Teads him to demand proof positive, not 
hearsay, and he wishes to “know of his 
éwn knowledge” that there is or is go- 
ing to be a vacancy. 

Wherefore, the judge, it is stated, has 
decided to hold off from resigning tke 
judgeship ‘until he knows that Governor 
Smith is going to resign. And just as 
soon as Governor Smith definitely an- 
nounces the date on which he will quit 
the gubernatorial office, then, says ru- 
mor, Judge Russell will announce his 
retirement from the bench. The judge 
is non-committal. 

The court of appeals will open the 
October term next Monday, October 2. 
It was stated Friday that Judge Russell 
will be on hand to sit with the court. 
His list of speaking engagements shows 
that he opens again at*Sandersville on 
October 5, which will give three days to 
sit with the court in the hearing of ar- 
gument. 

For quite a while it has been gener- 
ally reported that friends of Judge Rus- 
sell have repeatedly urged upon him 
the necessity of resigning his place as 
judge while he is actively conducting a 
campaign for another office. This ac- 
tion, it is stated, has been presented to 
the judge not only as good policy, but 
as a step necessary to prevent interfer- 
ence with the transaction of the busi- 
ness of the court of appeals, and 
further, to allow him to devote all his 
time to the business of campaigning. 

Judge Russell has stated that he doés 
not intend to resign, but the latest re- 
port, as stated above, is that he had 
changed his mind and will resign when 
Governor Smith definitely announces 
when he will vacate the office of gov- 
ernor.

Crawford will get an early trial on the 
charge that she murdered her younger 
Sister, Elise, last Saturday by adminis- 
tering poison, according to a statement 
made by District Attorney Adams here 
today. The accused is yet without legal 
advice, however, as the case has not 
been apportioned to any particular court, 
and until this is done no counsel can 
be named, She will'be tried within 90 
days.

Washington, September 29,—Reiter- 
ation of the house investigatmg com- 
mittee, of which he is the head, to 
pre-ceed with its inquiry regarding the 
United States Steel Corporation, Rep- 
resentative Stanley, of Kentucky, in a 
staiemernt said it was the intention 
of the committee to extend its inquiry 
regarding violations of the interstate 
commerce law. ' @ . 

“It is not vafe as a rule to make 
prophecies,” he said, “but I am firmly 
convinced that the American people 
wil! be quite as much interested in 
the near future in the operations of 
the interstate commerce commission 
as they have been in the decisions of 
the supreme court on the Sherman anti- 
trust act.” 

Calling attention to the fact that 
the resoluticn of inquiry covers not only 
the anti-trust act, but the interstate 
commerce laws and the banking laws, 
Mr. Stanley added: 

“IT am convinced that as a result 
of its investigation the people will very 
shertly see new activity on the part 
of the interstate commerce commission. 
I do not mean to criticise the inter- 
state comrierce commission, it deserves 
no critic'sm; this commission must act 
on complaints filed before it, and while 
it has asserted repeatedly that no 
complaints have been filed, it does not 
follow that no complaints should or 
that none will be filed.”

a monopolv by means of rebates, and 
tha: it would be found that the Inter- 
national “Harvester Company had been 
guilty invthe same way.

The Italian navy consists in vessels commissioned, built or building, 
15 battleships, 9 armored cruisers, 17 unarmored cruisers and gunboats, 
36 destroyers, an equal umber of first-class torpedo boats and 22 sub- 
marines. In the naval force there are approximately 31,000 men. 

_ Seamen for the fleet are recruited by conscription and all men fol- 
lowing the sea-faring life of 20 years of age must serve at sea for 18 
months or more. 

The navy is administered by the minister of marines, who is respon- 
sible to parliament and there are three naval districts each administered 
by a flag officer.

pidity. A state of war exists between 
Italy and Turkey, and hostilities have 
begun. : 

No sooner had the time limit fixed in 
the ultimatum expired than, ignoring 
Turkey's conciliatory request for a 
period of delay, Italy declared war. 
The Turkish representatives in Italy 
were handed their passports. The 
Turkish commander at Tripoli was 
asked to surrender the town, but de- 
clined, and the Italian forces immedi- 
ately occupied Tripoli and Benghazi. 

Apparently, the Turks offered no re- 
sistance, but this is only an assump- 
tion, as immediately on landing, the 
Italians evidently seized the telegraph 
lines. From the hour of their landing 
no message of any Kind has been fre- 
ceived from Tripoli, and dispatches 
sent to that place remain unanswered. 

It should be noted, however, that a 
Constantinople dispatch, announcing 
Italian occupation of Tripoli, makes no 
meni.ion of resistance, and a mere pro- 


test by the governor would be in line 
with the Turkish announced policy. 
* The Turkish cabinet, which had for 


some time been insecure, resigned as 
s00n a8 war was declared, and a new 
miistry was formed under Said Pasha, 
but retgining the former able war min- 
ister, Mahmud Shefket Pasha. 

Turkey continues her efforts to se- 
cure intervention by the powers. In 
the meantime, Italy is actively pur- 
suing hostilities. Italian battleships 
are reported to have appeared off 
Smyrne and Salonika. An Italian cruiser 
landed troops at Prevess after. destroy- 
ing a Turkish torpedo boat destroyer, 
and the Italian fleet has blockaded the 
whole Tripolitan. coast. 

There are unconfirmed reports that 
Turkey inténds to send an ultimatum 
to Greece to abandon her claim on 
Crete, and is massing troops on the 
Thessalien frontier. 

The greatest activity ensued in all 
the European chancelleries on the an- 
nouncement that war had been declared 
and notification of a blockade. 

It is expected that the various gov- 
ernments will issue the customary 
neutrality notices and wi:il devote their 
diplomatic efforts, as far as possible, 
to localizing hostilities to the combat- 
ant powers, and especially tto avoid 
complications in the Balkans.
